For many years the editorial column of the Daily has appeared 
under the caption "The Only College Daily in Canada." But time 
brings about many changes and with the publication of this issue 
the word "only" has been replaced by "oldest", for since the spring 
term an almost parallel publication has come into existence in the 
'form of the new Toronto Varsity. The Varsity had been a tri- 
weekly since 1911, until the commencement of the present session 
of the Queen City university, when our contemporary entered upon 
a new and greater era, appearing five times a week. And if the 
plans of the editorial board do not go astray the official news sheet 
of the blue and white will be seen soon on the campU6 every day, 
with the exception of Sunday. 

Since the year 1 880 the evolution of The Varsity had been 
steady and unspectacular and the present workers are striving 
hard to reach the six day standard. In connection with the adoption 
.of the new system an editorial in the first issue stated: "Thus another 
•step in our evolution as a newspaper has been taken, perfectly in

its earliest days. The remaining step6 should not be hard to take 
■nor long delayed." 

The period of transition through which the Varsity now is pass- 
ing, is witnessing not an easy one, and difficulties entailing much 
hard work, undoubtedly will be encountered.

3& ;in the hands or capable men and women and the Uaily wishes 
them the best of success in this new venture, and hopes that the ulti- 
mate goal for which the Varsity staff is striving will be reached in 
the very near future. 



Toronto University's Paper 
Appears Five Days a Week. 

POSSIBLY A DAILY 

Staff Regularly on Duty Till 
Early in Morning 

After being a tri-wenkly for tho pant 
twelve yeni-B, The Varsity, which is tho 
undergraduate newspaper of tho Uni 
veralty of Toronto, now Is being pub 
lished five times A week and thono In 
charge hope that n dally paper will 
come into existence nfter tho Christ 
mas holidays. The present change 
was planned towards tho termination 
of the spring session and tho expert 
ment is being followed with a great 
deal of interest throughout student 
circles. 

The first Issue of the college year 
appeared on the campus on Wednes- 
day morning, September 2flth, and 
several minor changes wore noticed. 
Tho size of tho sheet is slightly dif- 
ferent from that of former years, Iho 
length being two inches shorter and 
the width also less. In splto of tho 
rumour that there would bo only five 
columns to a page, there ore still six 
as In the past and the general make-up 
shows no radical departures from that 
of the trl-wcckl'y. 

T. G. ileaton, the present editor, 
when Interviewed by a representative 
of tho McGill Uaily. was optimistic 
regarding tho success of the present 
venture, although ho stated that there 
were many difficulties which would 
have to be overcome during tho period 
of transition. Several of the outstand- 
ing members of last year's staff have 
left the university, and this fact Is 
causing a certain amount of concern. 
The filling of these vacancies present- 
ed somewhat of a problem but tho 
Varsity editor hoped that the new 
organization would be running smooth- 
ly within a few days Tho Dally re- 
porter was taken through tho univer- 
sity printing establishment on tho ev- 
ening when the first issuo was being 
prepared for publication and was 
given an interesting insight into tho 
methods in vogue on the Toronto 
paper. A new linotype machine has 
been installed, in order that the oxtra 
work can be handled without diffi- 
culty. The studentB themselves do 
the proof reading and the making up 
of the forms, as well as all the necess- 
ary work, which mtiit be accomplish' 
ed before the copy goes to tho printer 
This means that some of the staff 
must stay at the plant until early 
morning but tho spirit is such that 
men, are always found, who are will 
Ing to give their time and. as a result, 
the morning news appears with due 
regularity. 

The total staft for the past year 
numbered over eighty and thero is 
close co-operation between tho men 
and women.
